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The foregoing elections are made without traverse. Applicant identifies claims 52-76 as 
all reading on the elected species. All of these claims are generic to all of the recited species, 
since sole independent claims 52 and 64 recite, in alternative form, all of the receiving layer 
species; dependent claim 54 recites all of the transfer technique species in alternative form and 



independent claim 55 recites all of the species of retention technique in alternative form.
